THE grandparents found blasted 
to death in their isolated farm¬ 
house are remembered by shocked 
friends as part of a close family. 

Central heating engineer Martin Jones, 64, is 
believed to have murdered his wife Janette, 56, 
then turned his shotgun on himself. 

The couple’s bodies were found at their rent¬ 
ed farmhouse in Brabourne Lees by their 
daughter Clare who went inside when she got 
no answer at the door. 

More than 20 police officers, many of them 
armed, decended on the village after the 999 
call to alert them last Wednesday evening. 

Before moving to Brabourne Lees six months 
ago, the Jones lived for more than 10 years in 
Hoppers Way, Singleton, where they were 
remembered fondly. 

A former neighbour alongside the detached 
house, Andrew Baker, said: ‘We knew them for 
about six years. It was just total shock when we 
heard. They were always a really close family I 
knew he did go shooting. 

‘We are just really sorry for the family I think 
they had lived here since the house was built. 
The house had been a show home. They moved 
to Brabourne to be closer to their daughter.” 

Another neighbour, who did not wish to be 
named, said: “She was involved in a nasty car 
accident for which she got quite a lot of com¬ 
pensation. They put their house on the market 
and left the same day 

“I know they split up a couple of times but 
they got back together again. 

“ They were a very close family and when we

Bursary scheme 
will give disabled 
athletes a chance

A FUNDING scheme to help 
disabled athletes achieve their 
sporting goals was launched 
this week by a record-break¬ 
ing quadriplegic sailor. 

Hilary Lister is the first woman 
with such a severe condition to sail 
across the Channel and around the 
Isle of Wight. In 2007 she was the first 
to sail around the around the UK 
using a specially constructed boat 
controlled by blowing and sucking air 
through two plastic tubes. 

The bursaiy scheme, backed by the 
council’s Active Ashford programme 
and the Designer Outlet, was 
launched to coincide with the 1,000- 
day run up to the Olympics in 2012. 

It will give disabled people across 
the borough the chance to take part in 
various sports and physical activities, 
whether they are newcomers or pro¬ 
fessionals needing extra help. 

Hilary Lister explained some of the 
problems that can face disabled ath¬ 
letes looking for funding. 

She said: “It’s important there is a 
separate sports bursaiy for people 
with disabilities, who often find it 
more expensive to train and to attend 
competitions than the able-bodied. 

“I am delighted to support the 


Active Ashford bursary system, and 
am honoured to be patron.” 

Hilary was struck down by the 
degenerative disease reflex sympathet¬ 
ic dystrophy aged just 15, which even¬ 
tually cost her the use of her limbs. 

Designer outlet manager David 
Maddison presented Hilary and Active 
Ashford with a cheque for £3,500 
towards the bursaiy, and pledged his 
long-term support for the scheme. 

He said: “Hilary is a true inspira¬ 
tion and she will be able to rely on our 
continued support in the vital years 
leading up to the 2012 Olympics.” 

The bursary will help disabled 
sportsmen meet the costs of travelling, 
coaching, equipment and entrance 
fees to events and competitions, as 
well as introducing Ashford’s excellent 
sporting facilities to people who previ¬ 
ously felt unable to use them. 

Chair of Active Ashford, Graham 
Galpin, said: “I am delighted such an 
important business partner as the 
Outlet Centre has provided this 
much-needed assistance to the Active 
Ashford Disability Bursaiy. 

“Hilary’s achievements should act 
as an example to disabled sportspeo- 
ple to utilise the bursaiy so that they 
can achieve their sporting goals. I 
hope this bursary helps our localath- 
letes on their way to London 2012.”

Police said they recovered two shot¬ 
guns from the house and are not look¬ 
ing for anyone else following the deaths. 

Mr Jones was a central heating 
engineer and Mrs Jones had worked 
for the NHS until an accident for 
which she received a compensation 
payout. 

A post mortem on Friday confirmed 
the couple died from gunshot wounds. 

An inquest has been opened and 
adjourned and coromer has been 
informed.

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Community centre for 
muslims given go ahead

PLANS to transform the South 
Eastern Tavern into a Muslim com¬ 
munity centre have been unani¬ 
mously passed by the councifs plan¬ 
ning committee. 

The Torrington Road pub, which was refur¬ 
bished by owners Shepherd Neame in 2007, 
has been closed since April, and was once a 
popular live music venue. 

The controversial scheme received more than 
150 objections from neighbours claiming it 
would create parking problems and alter the 
character of the neighborhood. 

However, at last Wednesday’s meeting the 
committee agreed with planning officers who 
said the prayer and community centre was 
likely to cause no more disruption than the 
existing public house. 

Support groups 

Shaft Khan from the Ashford Muslim 
Association said: 'We are really happy it has 
been passed and just really pleased that the 
council understood the reasons why we needed 
the space. 

“Up until now we did not have our own venue. 
Our objective was to have a place where we 
could set up schemes such as the mother and 
toddler groups and elderly support groups to 
help build stronger links with the community.” 

Land next to the site will be leased to provide 
about fifteen parking bays and more spaces 
will be created at the rear of the building when 


funds become available, according to communi¬ 
ty leaders. 

Mr Khan said he anticipated building work 
would take about three weeks to complete and 
the centre would open as soon as possible. 

Mr Kahn said: “It is in a good location. We 
hope people will accept us and we will learn 
to live together. We are not here to make any 
trouble.” 

He said the money to transform the pub 


would come entirely from the Muslim commu¬ 
nity and no public money would be involved. 

Ashford council’s neighborhood development 
officer, Simon Bannister, said: “The community 
network has been in contact with the appli¬ 
cants throughout the planning process, and we 
fully support the scheme. 

“We believe the new centre is needed and it 
will help promote understanding of the Muslim 
faith as well as reducing prejudices.”

Thumbs up for 
Church Street 
regeneration 

PLANS to transform the old library in 
Church Street have been backed by the 
borough’s planning committee. 

The so-called Gateway Plus Centre 
will include housing, and a new library, 
as well as being the new town registry 
office. 

It will also have rooms for social care, 
adult education classes, space for art 
exhibitions and a cafe. 

The new centre will be built on the 
existing library site and should open its 
doors in 2011. 

Cllr John Kemp, portfolio holder for 
planning and development, said: “As 
the town grows it is important public 
services keep pace. 

“Residents will be able to walk into 
a stunning building, pick up a book, 
receive advice or take in a course and 
then have a coffee.” 

The £7.6 million scheme is expected to 
be considered by Kent County Council’s 
planning committee in January. 

Kent County Council cabinet member 
for community services, Mike Hill, said: 
“Libraries have developed to become 
modem buildings with a wide range of 
services which customers need.” 


Duo on murder 
charges as dad 
in attack dies 

MURDER charges have been 
brought against two men after the 
death of a father four months after 
he was attacked in the garden of 
his own home. 

Paul Hopkins, 32, was attacked 
in an alleged dispute between 
neighbours in Beechholme Drive, 
Kennington, on August 2. 

He was taken to a London hospi¬ 
tal with serious head injuries and 
underwent emergency surgery 
before being transferred to the 
Kent and Canterbury Hospital. 

There he spent four months in a 
coma before he died on November 
23. Christopher Goldfinch and 
Scott Stevens, both 22, were 
charged with the murder when 
they appeared at Ashford 
Magistrates’ Court on Thursday. 

Mr Hopkins was a father of six 
children aged between one and 12 
and had recently married his long¬ 
term partner. His children were 
said to have witnessed the attack. 

Goldfinch and Stevens, both from 
Ashford, were originally charged 
with grievous bodily harm with 
intent. 

They have been remanded in 
custody and will appear at 
Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday, December 14. The trial 
will be held in the new year. 


Repeated intercom 
messages t-annoy 
high-speed rail user 


IRRITATINGLY frequent announce¬ 
ments are blighting passengers’ expe¬ 
rience of the new high-speed rail serv¬ 
ice, which launches its full service this 
Sunday, claims a leading transport 
commentator. 

Christian Wolmar, former transport 
correspondent for The Independent, 
has criticised the number of 
announcements on the new Javelin 
Hitachi trains, and claimed the jour¬ 
ney to Ashford is ruined by the fre¬ 
quent inane messages blaring out of 
the loudspeakers. 

Writing on his website, he said: “The 
automatic announcements were, quite 
simply, making it impossible to relax. 

“It was okay up to Ebbsfleet but 
then it got truly crazy. Every couple 
of minutes or so the announcer would 
say: This is the train to Ashford 
International. It will stop at Ashford 
International; the next stop is Ashford 
International.’ 

“This would be bad enough once or 
twice but it happened six times in the 
space of 20 minutes. 

“Whoever has programmed the 
computer has not taken into account

the fact the message should be 
changed for the last stop.” 

At the time Mr Wolmar made his 
journey, the trains were still officially 
in their testing stage but operator 
Southeastern will hope to get any 
problems sorted out by the introduc¬ 
tion of the full service next week. 

Six peak high-speed trains will run 
to St Pancras with two running each 
hour at off peak times. 

London Bridge, Charing Cross, and 
Victoria will have eight peak-hour 
trains. Cannon Street will have four 
and one train will travel to Blackfriars.

Historic carriage's 
journey to repair

A STEAM railway has launched an 
appeal to help restore the carriage 
which brought home the bodies of 
three First World War heroes. 

The South Eastern and Chatham Railway 
passenger luggage van No 132 carried the bod¬ 
ies of The Unknown Warrior and nurse Edith 
Cavell. 

It also carried the remains of merchant sea¬ 
man Captain Charles Fryatt who died trying 
to destroy a U Boat. 

The Kent and East Sussex Railway, which 
runs from Tenterden to Bodiam, in East 
Sussex, is hoping to raise £35,000. 

The carriage, which was built in 1919, trans¬ 
ported the bodies from Dover to London follow¬ 
ing their arrival from Europe. 

“This is a national treasure,” said railway 
general manager Graham Baldwin. “The pre¬ 
vious owners were not aware of many of the 
historical details but when it comes to the his¬ 
tory of the First World War it is of colossal 
importance. 

“But it does need quite a lot of work as it is 
in a pretty bad state.”

The first journey was made in May 1919 
with the body of Edith Cavell who helped 
Allied soldiers escape from the Germans 
before she was arrested and then shot on 
October 12 1915 for “assisting the enemy”. 

Her final words were: “Standing as I do, in 
the view of God and eternity I realise that 


H patriotism is not enough. I must have no 
| hatred or bitterness towards anyone.” 

IE The carriage became known to railway men 
s as the Cavell Van after this journey. Two 
^ months after her repatriation, Van 132 carried 
> the remains of merchant seaman Captain 
i Charles Fryatt, whose vessel attempted to ram 
U-Boat U33 instead of stopping as ordered. 

He forced it to submerge but died in a later 
action. 

In November 1920, the carriage conveyed 
the remains of the war’s highest profile casual¬ 
ty, The Unknown Warrior, who is buried in 
Westminster Abbey as a memorial to the dead 
of the First World War. 

The carriage arrived on the Kent and East 
Sussex Railway in 2004. 

Volunteers aim to have it restored by 
November 10, 2010, exactly 90 years after it 
carried The Unknown Warrior to his final rest¬ 
ing place. 

Apart from mechanical restoration, its inte¬ 
rior will be fitted with a catafalque - the deco¬ 
rated wooden framework that supports the 
coffin - draped with the Union Flag, and edu¬ 
cational displays to demonstrate the historic 
journeys it made. 

The van will not run along the tracks but 
will be a stationary exhibit at one of the lines 
halts.

Town Hall's £Llm 
budget cut, but it 
doesn't end there 


THE council has warned the 
squeeze on its finances will only 
get worse in the coming years. 

At the recent State of the Borough Debate 
it revealed how the current recession has 
affected its budget. 

It estimated the loss in its finances could be 
as much as £1,147,000 this year due to 
reduced income from sources such as interest 
rates on capital funds, lower parking rates, 
fewer planning applications and fewer coun¬ 
cil housing sales. 

Cllr Neil Bell said: “The Government will 
keep spending during the recession but it is 
further down the line we really start feeling 
the pain.” 

With uncertainties ahead such as the 
result of the general election, the council has 
also looked at its medium-term budget 
where it expects a saving of £2.5 million will 
have to be found over the next five years in 
order to balance the books. 

Ashford council’s deputy chief executive, 
Paul Naylor, said: “Given the uncertainty in 
the economy, the upcoming general election 
and the future prospects for public sector 
finances, it’s a challenging picture. 

“Our assumptions reflect the need to 
ensure we continue to make prudent and

conservative decisions about our revenue 
and spending over the next five years. 

“Although the planning for next year’s 
budget started this time last year we have 
identified the need for a further £600,000 
savings for the 2010/11 budget and we are 
working hard to develop the detailed plans 
that will deliver this before our budget plans 
are finalised next February. 

“Protecting essential front-line services 
will continue to be a priority for the council 
and we will be working hard over the next 
few months to develop a strategy that will 
minimise any impact on the services we pro¬ 
vide for residents.” 

Cllr Paul Bartlett, deputy leader and port¬ 
folio holder for resource management and 
control, said: “In uncertain economic times, 
with less funding support and a new govern¬ 
ment expected next May, this report shows 
our financial position is under control and 
the council is in a good position. 

“Our budget gap is considerably smaller 
than some of our neighbouring authorities, 
so I remain confident in our ability to deliver 
a balanced budget next year and in the years 
to come.” 


Regeneration hits 300 homes mark 


THE £150 million regeneration of 
Stanhope has reached another milestone. 

The 300th council home has now been 
refurbished by the construction company 
Denne; part of the Chrysalis consortium 
behind the rebuilding programme. 

The home, occupied by Annalize and 
Barry Kersley, was fitted with a new 
kitchen, bathroom and boiler. 

Work on the remaining 23 homes will be 
completed by the end of the year. 

Colin Swain, refurbishment manager at 
Denne, said: “We realise that the work

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Father's grief becomes 
a cry from the heart

A GRIEVING father has written 
a book about coping with the 
death of his teenage son and the 
tragic suicide of his ex-wife who 
could not face life without her boy. 

In his book, Losing James - A Father Cries 
Too, Michael Bollom gives a candid account of 
how he dealt with the double tragedy that 
tore his world apart. 

The 50-year-old, from Bearsted, near 
Maidstone, recalled the moment on 
December 4, 2005, that he found out his 16- 
year-old son James was dead. 

“I felt a complete numbness,” he said. “My 
life fell apart. I didn’t really know what was 
going on for those first few months.” 

James was killed in a car crash in 
Wateringbury, near Maidstone, a month 
short of his 17th birthday. He had been a pas¬ 
senger in a speeding car that went out of con¬ 
trol and hit an oncoming vehicle. 

Mr Bollom, a director of a manufacturing 
company in Sittingboume, said: “James died 
instantly. His side of the car took the full 
impact of the crash. Losing someone through 
the fault of somebody else feels even worse. 

“The driver was done for dangerous driving 
and was sentenced to two years and three 
months in prison, but some of that was spent 
on probation. The penalty didn’t seem to take 
into account that a life was lost.” 

But things got worse for Mr Bollom when, 
just three months after the fatal crash that 
killed his son, his ex-wife Samantha took her 
own life. 

“She couldn’t cope with life without James,” 
he said. “They had a very good relationship; 
they were best friends. She just couldn’t go on 
without him.” 

James shared his time between his par¬ 
ents, but spent the majority with his moth¬ 
er. 

Mr Bollom said: “Samantha and I had a 
good relationship. When she died it was like 
reliving the whole experience of James’s 
death again.” 

Asked whether he had considered suicide 
himself, Mr Bollom said: ‘When you lose a 
child, of course you think, What’s the point?’ 
But I was fortunate to have a strong network 
around me, including my wife of ten years. 
But Samantha felt she couldn’t carry on.” 

In his book, Mr Bollom talks about how he 
sought solace in the spiritual realm through 
a medium. He admitted that prior to the

tragedy he was sceptical about spiritual life, 
but now believes he would not have got 
through his grief without it. 

“It was able to show me that no matter 
what, James is always there,” he said. 

“There were things the medium knew that 
were so accurate, things only James and I 
would know. I talk about this in the book, but 
only as my opinion. I don’t want to preach to 
people about how to deal with their grief.” 


A main factor in Mr Bollom’s book is that it 
deals with the grief of a father. 

“It is rare for a book like this to be written 
by a man,” he said. 

“Most are written from a female perspec¬ 
tive, but I think it’s very important to see that 
fathers suffer too. 

“They have to carry on and be strong for 
others and in a way they have a harder job 
because they are trying to deal with their 
grief while carrying on as normal. It’s hard to 
see a mother grieving for a lost child, but at 
times fathers are somewhat forgotten when 
their grief is just as bad. 

“No parent should have to bury a child.” 

Money raised from sales of the book - 
which took 15 months to write - is going to a 
charity to help people dealing with bereave¬ 
ment. Mr Bollom said he was looking into 
which charity to choose. 

He added: “I miss James, we were close. He 
was best man at my wedding. He was always 
smiling and liked by everyone. There were 
450 people at his funeral, all of different ages. 

“Writing this book has helped me cope with 
his death. I hope it will help others who have 
lost someone close.”

Stargazers aim to 
reclaim the night 

DARKNESS at night is one of the things that 
defines the countryside, but that is rapidly 
declining and with it our views of the stars and 
planets. 

For eight years Anton Vamplew worked at 
the Royal Observatory in Greenwich. He now 
runs Planetarium Earth, a company dedicated 
to space and astronomy, from his home in 
Langton Green, near Tunbridge Wells. 

He said: “Responsible councils are getting 
better with their policies for preventing light 
pollution, but we have a long way to go. 

“Security lighting is a concern. I understand 
the need, but with a little effort the search- 
fights on private property, public buildings and 
business premises can be scaled down and 
reflected not to embrace the sky. It is a matter 
of education. 

“Campaigning has made a difference in 
some areas, but towns and cities will never get 
the views of the skies at night back.” 

Trevor Cannon, of the Mid Kent 
Astronomical Society, is among those cam¬ 
paigning for the return of dark skies. 

Deterioration 

He said: “Over 30 years’ study I have seen a 
big difference in the clarity of the sky at night. 
There has been a dramatic deterioration. We 
have to curb both fight and air pollution. There 
is law, but no-one seems to be imposing it.” 

Already the heart of the Milky Way is blotted 
out for more than half the UK population and 
the Campaign to Protect Rural England 
(CPRE) has data from satellites showing the 
fight pollution is spreading. 

Michael Smith, professor of astronomy at the 
University of Kent, said: “More than 300 
megawatts of power is wasted skywards from 
UK street fights and the annual cost is £100 
million.” 

It seems that many are still unaware that 
intrusive fighting is, since 2006, by law a 
statutory nuisance under the Environmental 
Protection Act. Exterior fight emitted from 
premises that is prejudicial to health or a nui¬ 
sance is a criminal offence. The CPRE cam¬ 
paign would like to see it used to raise aware¬ 
ness with discussion and mediation in the first 
place rather than court action. 

They also point out that the law clearly cites 
fights from premises so street fighting is ruled 
out, but they urge people to report other bad 
examples that are causing damage to environ¬ 
mental health officers.

Has the shared space scheme helped?

particularly for people with sight problems. 


How is the Shopmobility doing at the moment? 


What's Ashford like as a town for disabled access? 

I am on the committee of Ashford Access so 
I go round the town and point out a few 
things that I think can be improved. Most of 
the major shops are fine but at some of the 
older places it is not possible to adapt them. 
On the whole it is very good.

Unfortunately, we have no guaranteed 
funding for next year. Ashford council is 
looking into the possibility of giving us some 
money,but we still have to look for other 
sources of funding. We should be ok for the 
next few months, but after that we may have 
to close down. As a local service we do not want 
to be in that position, but it is difficult; we still 
have to pay business rates and overheads and 
maintain the equipment. 

The money we get from hiring the buggies is 
not enough to support us. There are a lot of 
funds that you can apply for to start up a proj¬ 
ect, but very little to keep things going. 

A lot of people back what we do, but we don’t 
have a celebrity face to raise the profile or 
someone who can actually get us more money. 
We want to promote the service so we can gen¬ 
erate more income.

What do you think of Ashford? 


A I have lived here all my life. I think often 
things get pulled down and then people 
live to regret it. There seems to be an obses¬ 
sion with building office space, but whether it 


can be filled is another thing and we need 
something like an arts centre. 

Q You have a signed picture of Toyah Willcox in the shop. 
How did you get that? 

A I took that picture of her when she was in 
Ashford. I have seen her live a few times. I 
take photos of local bands and some more well 
known acts if I can. When I was made redun¬ 
dant I bought a good camera and now I go to 
all sorts of concerts to take photos. 

For example, I took some pictures of the 
Searchers, which the bass player Frank Allen 
used in his autobiography. I also took some 
pictures of Kajagoogoo recently which came 
out well and I have taken shots at events like 
Create.

How is the Ashford music scene? 


A I think Ashford is pretty good but we are 
running out of venues that put on more 
adventurous kinds of music. We need more 
small venues with a decent sound system 
decent lights and a decent stage. 

I do play guitar myself and I like all sorts of 
music ranging from early Elvis, right through 
the Beatles and the Stones and The Who to 
Hendrix Bowie and Bolan, and even people 
like Patti Smith. People my age are supposed 
to just like bands like Dire Straits but I like 
anything that has something different about 
it.

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Afghanistan: a soldier's tale 

How a Kent TV journalist brought an Army Captain’s memoirs to life

TWO of the most highly regarded 
books to come out of the conflict in 
Afghanistan recount the experi¬ 
ences of Captain Doug Beattie of 
the 1st Battalion Royal Irish Rifles. 

The Military Cross holder first put together 
an account of a ferocious battle against the 
Taliban to retake the town of Garmsir called 
An Ordinary Soldier. 

The News of the World called it “exhilarat¬ 
ing, bloody, moving and terrifying” while The 
Sunday Times said it was “a riveting read”. 

The follow up “Task Force Helmand” 
describes Capt Beattie’s return to the war- 
zone in the role of mentoring and training 
members of the Afghan National Police and 
Afghan National Army. 

But for a chance encounter in 2006 under¬ 
neath a camouflage net while waiting for a 
Hercules transport aircraft out of the British 
base Camp Bastion and the prompting of Capt 
Beattie’s wife Margaret, neither book would 
have seen the light of day. 

The man with the task of turning the 
Northern Irish officer’s notes and memories 
into bestseller material was Philip Gomm who 
met him while waiting to return to the UK after 
working as a cameraman in the combat zone. 

Mr Gomm, a former reporter with Meridian 
TV, who lives just outside Ashford, said: “I’d 
been filming for the ITV regions which include 
Meridian and I was on my way home. 

“I was waiting for a flight while sitting next 
to a chap with a battered and bruised face. It 
looked as though he had been involved in 
something very serious. 

‘We got talking and it turned out he’d fought a 
battle to retake Garmsir which should have last¬ 
ed two days but he was actually there for two 
weeks. Like all Irishmen he told a good story. 


“And it wasn’t just about Afghanistan. 
Doug had guarded ex Nazi leader Rudolph 
Hess in Spandau Prison and been a 
Regimental Sergeant Major under Iraq hero 
Tim Collins. 

“I said to him that during my 40 years of life 
I’d wanted to write a book but it had never 
happened as I’d never found the right subject. 

“Then I said that today looking at you I’ve 
found someone who I know people will find 
interesting - because I certainly do.” 

The pair exchanged contact details and Mr 
Gomm thought that well could be the end of 
any contact. 

But six months later he got an email from 
Capt Beattie. 

“It turned out that when he got home, back 
to Northern Ireland, Doug found he could not 
talk about his experiences to his wife - but he 
started to write them down so she could read 
them,” said Mr Gomm. 

“It was she who suggested he contacted the 
person who had said he was interested in writ¬ 


ing a book so I got a whole load of documents 
and notes to look at. 

“Doug is so candid, honest and emotional he 
is a dream for a writer. You don’t have to prise 
things out. He didn’t mind admitting he had 
cried and had nightmares about what he had 
seen and done. 

“In a broader way it was beneficial and 
cathartic for him to get things out. Other sol¬ 
diers returning from combat don’t have that 
outlet and can bottle up things. Five or ten 
years later that can cause real problems.” 

Three agents expressed interest in the book 
as did five publishers and it ended up selling - 
to date - around 60,000 copies. 

Capt Beattie was all set to leave the Army 
but then received a phone call. 

“This was in 2008 and his commanding offi¬ 
cer asked him to train some of the younger 
recruits and work with Afghan police and sol¬ 
diers,” said Mr Gomm. 

His experiences have just been published in a 
second book, in collaboration with Mr Gomm. 


It recounts 50 major engagements with the 
Taliban and horrific incidents such as the 
death of a child by a British mortar shell and 
how Afghan soldiers - working alongside UK 
forces - murdered a Taliban prisoner. 

It also recounts Afghan soldiers displaying 
the body parts of a suicide bomber as a warn¬ 
ing to other insurgents. 

Mr Gomm said: “I feel that Doug got harder 
on his second tour. The first time he took a life 
- in 2006 - it affected him deeply but he got 
hardened to it.” 

Capt Beattie is now retired from the Army 
but is still active in the Territorials and the 
British Legion in his home town of Portadown. 

He said: “I wrote what I wrote honestly from 
a soldiers’ point of view and Phil - who has 
never served in the military - did a brilliant 
job of turning it into a language people could 
understand.”

College pioneers system 
to test functional skills

SOUTH Kent College is 
leading the way in intro¬ 
ducing new government 
exam procedures. 

From September 2010 the ‘key 
skills’ subjects - maths, English 
and information technology - will 
now be referred to as ‘functional 
skills’ subjects. This means the 
way they are assessed will 
change; instead of being moni¬ 
tored as students progress 
through their courses, they will 
have to pass exams on set dates. 

Alison Coley, the exams manag¬ 
er at the college, is the author of 
new guidelines that will be circu¬ 
lated to staff in schools and 
colleges across the country. 

They are part of what is called 
the Functional Skills Toolkit dis¬ 
tributed by the Qualifications and 
Curriculum Development Agency. 

Mrs Coley said: “You do have to 
have an in-depth knowledge 
because you can’t take a chance 
and hope for the best. You have to 
get it right. You have to under¬ 
stand the qualifications that 
you’re administering.” 

Functional skills are described 
as essential elements to equip 
students for work and life and the 


new system has proved to be a 
particular challenge for colleges. 
Mrs Coley’s guidelines will help to 
insure that students are entered 
for their exams on time. 

The college was chosen to pilot 
the introduction of the new sys¬ 
tem and now after the third year 
is feeding its experiences through 
to national policy. 

Mrs Coley is based at the 
Ashford campus and has worked 
for the college for 25 years. 

She said: “What I have written 
is an aide to teaching staff to help 
them complete the exams entry 
forms. They are more complicated 
now because of the number of 
components and elements that 
make up the qualification. Lots of 
the terminology will be new to 
them.” 

South Kent College principal 
Monica Box said: “This shows how 
our business support staff can, 
and do, lead the way in developing 
systems and procedures that sup¬ 
port effective administration of 
learning. 

“It’s yet another example of how 
we value learners by making sure 
they receive the awards and qual¬ 
ifications they study as quickly 
and efficiently as possible. 

“I would say we are one of the 
most efficient colleges nationally 
in this regard.”

But do pregnant women really need to feel in 
control of their own health budget? I would 
assume they already have quite a lot to think 
about, let alone taking on a temporary unpaid 
job as an NHS finance manager. 

Not being pregnant, or indeed, a woman, I 
don’t know. But what I do know is that if I am 
ill, particularly if it is something serious, I just 
want to go somewhere and be cured. 

I don’t want to choose my own treatment. I 
want a doctor to do that, because he is rather 
more likely to know what he’s doing. 

Yet if the pilot is deemed a success, then the 
cash cards could be rolled out for other groups 
- cancer patients, the elderly, the terminally ill. 

Professional medical staff have already lined 
up against the plan, with both the Royal 
College of Midwives and the King’s Trust 


arguing that similar schemes in Europe have 
led to misspent money which does nothing to 
improve patients’ health. 

Some groups, the young, the old, the mental¬ 
ly ill, may not be in the best position to correct¬ 
ly judge what treatment they need. 

And aside from the practical issues, there 
are serious moral questions here too. 

Who is ultimately responsible if the patient 
makes the wrong choice? The type one diabetes 
sufferer who decides to trust in homeopathic 
charlatans instead of taking insulin injections? 
Is it their fault their condition deteriorates? 

Sometimes choice is not what we need. 
Breakfast cereal? Yes. Elected representa¬ 
tives? Yes. Ringtones? If you really must. 

But when we are ill we just need to be confi¬ 
dent we are getting the best care possible, 
wherever we go, without the added stress of 
balancing a budget.

How long have you been selling Christmas Trees in 
Ashford? 

We have been here about 25 years. We grow and sell our 
own trees. We live in Biddenden and have about 150 acres 
of land which we grow them on.

People think we are only busy at this time of year but 
we have had to tend and care for these trees over the 
whole year.

should take pride that the UK is still seen 
as a place where people from across the 
world can find a welcome and contribute 
to our society. 

Refugees and other migrants are often 
presented as being a burden on our society 
- the reality is quite different; their energy 
and drive contributes vastly to our economy 
and as most migrants are young and 
healthy they do not need or use the health 
service to any great extent. 

No asylum seeker is allowed to work 
however and the government supports them 
at a rate well below income support - this 
means refugees in the process of applying 
to stay are prevented from working and 
are forced to wait around until their case 
is concluded - something that may take 
years. This is clearly a huge waste of 
resources for everyone. 

The Editor’s piece also includes some 
factual inaccuracies about KRH - we have 
not received any money from the UN to 
support our work in Calais and what we 
have done has been alongside other groups 
and individuals who are concerned for the 
welfare of a destitute group of people. The 
second inaccuracy I have to challenge is the 
frankly bizarre suggestion that we are 
drumming up business for ourselves! 

You write “That would mean all those 
organisations, which rely on refugees for 
their work, might just be unnecessary” - 
implying that supporting refugees is 
making us a good living. KRH, like so many 
organisations supporting disadvantaged 
groups, is very small, and most of us work 
unpaid. We have two part-time workers, 
earning the kind of hourly rate most 
journalists wouldn’t get out of bed for. We 
raise our funds from private donations and 
from charitable trusts. More importantly 
we, like most charity groups, are working to 
put ourselves out of business - and no-one 
will be happier than us when Dover 
Immigration Removal Centre is closed. 

To conclude, it is a pleasure to have this 
chance to tell people a bit more about 
ourselves and to have some sensible 
discussion about migration to Europe. Kent 
Refugee Help, like other local organisations 
such as Dover Detainee Support Group and 
Kent Refugee Action Network, are keen 
that people understand the reality of what 
it is to be a refugee and we try our best to 
support the most vulnerable in our society - 
those who are marginalised, criminalised 
and without rights and entitlements.

I would like to take the opportunity to reply 
to some of the comments made about Kent 
Refugee Help’s support for refugees living 
in Calais. 

Without going into the complexities of EU 
immigration and refugee policy that have 
pushed the borders of Europe further and 
further out (even beyond the borders of the 
EU) I’d just like to point out how hard it can 
be to claim asylum in many countries of 
Europe even if people want to. 

The question of why refugees seem to 
want to come to them is a complex one 
but is certainly connected to our reputation 
in the world - as a major economic and 
political power as well as being a country 
where it is possible for some migrants to 
work hard and achieve a better life. 

The English language is clearly another 
draw and many refugees don’t plan to stay 
forever. It is also significant that we are 
engaged in conflicts in some of the countries 
refugees come from. In my view we not only 
have a responsibility to many of the 
migrants at our borders but that we

Gerard now makes his 
own laws in Hollywood

WHEN Gerard Butler appeared on 
screen as King Leonidas in the 
stylised movie epic, 300, the world 
sat up and took notice. The fact he 
was sporting little more than a loin 
cloth and a six-pack no doubt 
helped the film gross more than 
$450 million at the box office, but it 
was also his commanding perform¬ 
ance that got audiences excited. 

Since the film’s release in 2007, the Scottish- 
born actor has gone on to star in the romantic 
drama, P.S. I Love You; Guy Ritchie’s gangster 
movie, RocknRolla; the romcom The Ugly 
Truth; and all-action flick Gamer. 

Such an eclectic mix of roles has proven 
Gerard’s chameleon-like quality and is one of 
the reasons he can now command a reported 
$15 million per movie. 

His box-office clout was a deciding factor in 
his choosing to produce, as well as star in, his 
latest movie, a crime thriller called Law 
Abiding Citizen. 

“There comes a time when you get a lot more 
say in which movies are going to be made, so 
then you want to be a little more involved and 
get some credit for it,” says Gerard, his 
Scottish accent still intact despite being based 
in Los Angeles for most of the year. 

He’s wearing jeans and a leather jacket, 
which he removes during the interview to 
reveal a long-sleeved T-shirt which hints at the 
impressive physique that made his name. 

Candid, chatty and prone to swearing inter¬ 
mittently, he’s just turned 40 but looks five 
years younger.

In Law Abiding Citizen, Gerard plays Clyde 
Shelton, an honest, upstanding family man 
whose life is left in tatters when his wife and 
daughter are brutally murdered. 

Starring opposite him is Oscar-winning 
Jamie Foxx who plays Nick Rice, a young and 
ambitious prosecutor. 

When Nick cuts a deal that spares one of the 
killers from death row, it proves a catalyst for 
Clyde to seek vengeance on the legal system 
and everyone who has let him down. 

Gerard first came across the story for Law 
Abiding Citizen when a script-writer cornered 
him and begged him to read his script. 

The story may have been pretty raw but 
Gerard recognised its potential. 

“It was two years of slowly but surely getting 


this thing going and working on the script and 
developing it,” he says. 

“I had so much to do about how the story 
turned out and in actual fact some of the mis¬ 
takes that were made were the few areas 
where I didn’t stand up for myself, where I felt 
I wish I had believed in myself more there and 
trusted my gut.” 

He catches himself before divulging what 
these mistakes were, although he does reveal, 
“positions were filled but tasks weren’t fulfilled”. 

“That caused the movie to take a lot longer 
to be made and cost a lot more money than it 
should have. The strange thing is, when it all 
came together, every possibility had been 
analysed a thousand times over, so it felt like 
it made the movie stronger in the end.”

AT THE CENTRE: There's plenty to see and do in France's third largest city including great food and designer shopping

GARISH pink and silver curtains 
drew open, drums rolled and out 
came the dancing girls. A moment 
later the compeer asked the audi¬ 
ence (in French): ‘anyone here from 
Pas de Calais?’ Hands went up 
accompanied by cheers. ‘Etrangers 
bienvenus’ - welcome strangers - 
he chuckled. 

Strangers? We were enjoying a 
dinner/cabaret at La Palace Prestige, av du 
People Beige, (think mini Moulin Rouge) in 
Lille, located in Northern France, bordering 
Belgium. It’s a hop and a skip from Pas De 
Calais and a 40-minute dash from Calais by 
car, yet for the Lilloise, anywhere outside the 
city limits is a different country. 

Twenty years ago it was a run-down indus¬ 
trial town but a group of companies including 
Auchan and Le Redout funded a city-wide 
face-lift to reveal a quaint, cobbled, medieval 
city with a distinct Flemish flavour that per¬ 
meates everything from local Chiti dialect (‘sh’ 
sounds and rolling Vs), white beers that taste 
like Belgian Hoegaarden, estaminets (Flemish 
style restaurants serving rustic Flemish food) 
to beautiful Flemish renaissance architecture. 

The best example is at Grand’Place (aka 
Place du General du Gaul who was bom here 
in 1890). The 17th century Vieille Bourse is a 
quadrangle of 24 ornate houses surrounding a 
courtyard where trading took place. Note the 
cute chubby chembs and saucy female forms. 

Second-hand book and flower sellers gather 
daily beneath the cloisters while groups of 
chess players meet (if you fancy a game, take 


a seat) for daily tournaments. 

Lille - France’s third largest city after Paris 
and Lyon - is famous for designer shopping. 
Hermes, Louis Vuiton and Lacoste have taken 
root in me de la Grande Chaussee mingling 
with smaller boutiques in Lille’s oldest street, 
rue de la Monnaie. Printemps (think 
Debenhams) is on me Nationale and the soul¬ 
less Euralille shopping mall by the Eurostar 
terminal offers 150 shops. 

Eating out in Lille is a joy. Michelin starred A 
l’Huitriere, rue des Chats Bossus, is a 
favourite. At its front is a fish shop that thinks 
it’s an art gallery - art-deco style with splendid 
mosaics of fishermen at work. The restaurant 
at the rear offers fish dishes such as its signa¬ 
ture dish of turbot in potato cmst with butter. 

If it’s tea-time, there’s no better place than 
Meert patisserie, on me Esquermoise. Its fili¬ 
gree interior leads the way into a coffee shop 
where they serve their feted waffles (gauffres) 
filled with sweet Madagascar vanilla. Charles 
de Gaulle would buy a box or two of them to 
present as gifts to visiting dignitaries. 


You can find out more about Charles de 
Gaulle at the Musee Natale du General de 
Gaul museum, 9 me de Princesse. This was 
his former childhood home and as well as 
insights into what made him tick, you’ll see 
the room he was bom, his cot and even the 
robe in which he was baptised. Just around 
the comer is the St Etiene church where baby 
de Gaulle got to wear it. 

Don’t miss the Palais des Beaux-Arts at 
Place de la Republique. Second only to the 
Louvre in Paris, this magnificent building 
houses prestigious collections of paintings, 
sculptures and ceramics. Allow two hours to 
enjoy works by Donatello (in particular the 
Feast of Herod sculpture), Toulouse-Lautrec, 
Rubens, Rodin and Delacroix and the impossi¬ 
bly romantic The Kiss by Carolus-Duan. 

Perhaps more compelling is the factoiy stores 
at L’Usine. More than 200 brands are on sale at 
70 per cent off retail prices. Best buys are at the 
Delsey luggage store, at Valery Bijoux for dis¬ 
counted jewellery and watches by designers 
Guess, Diesel and Dolce & Gabbana.

Builders to focus on 
houses as demand 
falls for apartments 

BARRATT Developments is to focus on 
building houses rather than apartments, 
in response to lenders’ preferences. 

The group’s chief executive, Mark 
Clare, says the company will build what 
it knows it can sell and in the case of 
apartments, lenders are making life dif¬ 
ficult for mortgage borrowers by asking 
for deposits of 25 per cent. 

The oversupply of new-build apart¬ 
ments in the UK’s city centres has been 
causing problem for banks and building 
societies since the onset of the credit cri¬ 
sis, with evidence that some properties 
were deliberately overvalued in large- 
scale mortgage scams. 

Downturn 

Buy-to-let investors in particular were 
encouraged into the market and since 
the property downturn, some apart¬ 
ments have lost 50 per cent of their 
value. 

The company has also revealed that 
overall its private reservation rates per 
site have been running 34 per cent 
ahead of last year. 

Furthermore, cancellations were down 
to 13 per cent for the period July 1 to 
November 8 2009, compared with 23.7 
per cent in the same period of 2008. 

Lettings company is 
ready to expand its 
internet business 

LETTINGSEARCH.CO.uk has 
announced it is set for further expansion 
across the UK’s major towns and cities. 

The firm, which claims to be the coun¬ 
try’s largest lettings-only portal, has 
secured increased funding to back a sub¬ 
stantial expansion of its agent and ten¬ 
ant base over the next six months. 

Established in 2002, Lettingsearch 
currently lists about 250,000 properties 
and averages more than one million ten¬ 
ant searches a month. 

Agents can list any number of proper¬ 
ties for a flat fee per branch, with no set¬ 
up costs or minimum period of advertis¬ 
ing. 

Furthermore, landlords approaching 
the site are redirected to appropriate let¬ 
tings agents, providing an additional 
income stream for small and large 
agents alike. 



There's light at the end 
of tunnel, say agents

LEADING estate agents Strutt & 
Parker revealed a sharp drop in prof¬ 
its in its first results since converting 
to limited liability partnership status 
in May 2008. 

Profits available to partners dropped 79 per cent 
from £16 million in 2008 to £3.3 million. Revenue 
was down by a quarter, from £86.3 million to £64.9 
million. 

However, the first six months of the current 
financial year have shown an improvement. The 
firm made a profit of £4.8 million, compared to 
£500,000 at the half-year stage last year. 

The company also says the better economy, as 
well as the significant saving it has made, should 
go some way towards recovering its performance, 
especially as the market appears to be regaining 
some level of optimism 

Senior partner Andy Martin said: “The year to 
April 30 we view as very much history, particular¬ 
ly as we have seen a good improvement in our 
recent results in particular the London residential 
team which has reported its strongest trading 
month ever in September. 

“We, along with our competitors, faced a very 
tough trading environment with transactional 
business slowing for the last quarter of ’08 and 
first quarter of ’09. However, as with all diverse 
businesses, some parts performed exceptionally 
well whereas other parts struggled. 

“Significant cost reductions and efficiencies 
were made during the year to adjust operating 
costs and these mean that as a firm we have a 
better platform for this market to enable us to 
continue to improve profitability. 

“In financial terms, although it is too early to 
call the end of what has been the sharpest decline 
in values in living memory, the 2009/10 financial 
year has started better, with all areas of the busi¬ 
ness ahead of budgets at the six-month stage. We 
have maintained a high profile in our markets 
and have continued to build teams in important 
new areas of the business.” 



Sharp rise in empty homes 'reflects deprivation' 



ACCORDING to the latest Halifax Empty 
Homes Survey, the number of private homes 
empty for at least six months soared by nine per 
cent during the year to April 2008. 

The figure went up to 303,285, a level not seen 
since April 2003. The bank said the latest figures 
mean that 1.6 per cent of all privately-owned 
properties in England were empty. 

Furthermore, the Halifax said when homes 
unoccupied for less than six months were includ¬ 
ed in the total, the figure rose to 613,270. 

Properties are classed as being empty if they 
have been vacant for more than six months 


because they are between occupants, undergoing 
modernisation, or in disrepair. 

And the Halifax highlighted levels of depriva¬ 
tion were typically higher in areas that had a 
high proportion of vacant properties. 

Suren Thiru, of the Halifax, said: “It is concern¬ 
ing that there are more than 300,000 private 
homes in England that have been empty for 
more than six months and the number has 
increased, following several years of decline. 

“Often, high levels of long-term empty homes 
reflect relatively high levels of deprivation, low 
average earnings and high unemployment.”

Would-be Toyota RAV4 and Honda CR-V 
buyers should also check it out for the ace up 
its sleeve - a no-cost option of two extra 
though basic seats. 

While I could not test it, the Mitsi’s various 
drive options should outclass the above rivals 
in gentle off-roading too. 

The driver can lock the car in front-wheel 
drive for economy, though this allows scrab¬ 
bling if you accelerate too enthusiastically on 
damp or loose surfaces. 

So the preferred default is ‘4WD auto’ - fixed 
format with most ‘soft-roaders’ - which is 
essentially front-wheel drive too, but rear 
wheels automatically add drive and grip if a 
loss of traction is sensed at the front; ‘4WD 
Lock’ does what it says, locking drive to all four 
wheels for muddy tracks, fields or snowfalls. 

Like most 4x4s though, Outlander owners 
will rarely ask it to flex its muscles, so simply 
being a classy drive is a big plus; body roll is 
well controlled for a high vehicle and the car 
grips and rides with great composure. 

It is also a handy MPV too with plenty of 
stowage and a serious cargo area when all rear 
seats are folded - this is also easily loaded via 
a split tailgate. 


CURIOUS how two generations of 
Mitsubishi Outlander have suited 
the name in contrasting ways. 

The original (2004-07) probably invented the 
term ‘crossover’ by mixing off-roader and 
chunky estate, but was doomed to be an ‘out¬ 
lander’ with UK buyers - a dipsomaniac 2.0- 
litre petrol engine was the only power option. 

However, its successor fits the Outlander 
name as Mitsubishi intended, suggesting suit¬ 
ability for life in the country or on the frontier. 

It is also offered with two diesel options as 
well as another thirsty petrol unit, which we’ll 
ignore after this. 

The 2.0 DI-D SE (£19,999 and entry model 
for range) test car has a proven 140bhp VW 
diesel that can be coarse under acceleration, 
but pulls well and cruises smoothly thanks to 
a slick six-speed Tdox. 

The alternative is a 154bhp 2.2-litre and I 
know this is impressive too, having tried it in 
the Mitsi’s Citroen C-Crosser and Peugeot 
4007 cloned sisters. 

The 2.0-litre Mitsubishi is the cheapest 
diesel though, starting at £19,999 and now 
with more standard kit.

BENN Barham admitted he only 
has himself to blame after failing to 
cam a European Tour card for 2010 
at Qualifying School last week. 

The Ashford golfer, w r ho finished 133rd in the 
European Tour rankings this season, travelled 
to Spain to take part in Qualifying School hop¬ 
ing to keep his tour dreams alive by earning 
one of 30 available Tour cards. 

After five average rounds, the 33-year-old 


needed to shoot, the round of his life in the final 
round at the PGA Golf Catalunya resort. 
Beginning the day tied fiSth, he needed to 
make up six shots to move into the top-30, but 
returned to the clubhouse having picked up 
just one shot, leaving him in tied 63rd place. 

Barham w r as disappointed with his per¬ 
formance on Tour and at Qualifying School, 
describing his year as “a rollercoaster", large¬ 
ly after missing out on winning his first Tour 
event at September’s Austrian Open by a sin¬ 
gle shot. 

That victory would have given him a five- 
year exemption on the European Tour. 

He said: “At the end of the day I j ust couldn’t 
get my game going and if I had holed two more 
putts on each round I would have won a Tour 
card. IVe only got myself to blame. 1 could look 


back at Austria and say I should have won the 
tournament, but somebody shot a 60 and you 
just cannot legislate for that. I had plenty of 
opportunities to play well on the Tour and the 
truth is 1 didn’t." 

Despite missing out on finishing in the top-30 
at Qualifying School, Barham believes his 
European ranking should secure him entry 
into ten European Tour events during the 
course of next season. He also hopes to fill his 
time with a return to the European Challenge 
Tour for the first time since 2005, 

He said: “I think things we will work out okay 
next season as I will play a few r European Tour 
events, but it’s probably w r hat I needed in a way 
to buck my ideas up and get my game sorted. 

“If there are a few Challenge Tour events I 
fancy, then I will take part in those.” 
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Postponements won't 
dampen Lovell's resolve

AFTER two postponements in a 
week, Ashford Town boss Steve 
Lovell is not worried at the 
prospect of fixture congestion in 
the New Year. 

The wet weather has hit the club hard in 
recent weeks, with five games called off due to 
a waterlogged pitch in the last four weeks. On 
Saturday, Town were due to take on 
Metropolitan Police, but one area of the 
Homelands turf which was badly waterlogged 
forced the game to be postponed. 

The last time Ashford played at Homelands 
was on November 18 against Tilbury in the 
Ryman League Cup. Despite 11 postpone¬ 
ments so far this season, Lovell is not worried 
about a possible fixture pile up. 

He said: “There is nothing you can do about 
the weather, we’ve just got to live with it. The 
referee made the right decision to call the 
game off on Saturday because there was one 
area of the pitch which was dangerous. We 
held a training session instead, but it does 
mean we are going to have to play a lot of 
games in the New Year. 

‘We have had to do it before and playing 
Saturday, Wednesday and Saturday again, it 
is just like training twice a week. We will cope. 
The one plus we can take from the postpone¬ 


ments is it allows our injured players to 
return. Paul Jones is now just two weeks away, 
while Toby Ashmore and Joe Fuller should be 
back in a week’s time.” 

Town should return to action this Saturday 
when they travel to face Leatherhead. The 
Surrey side are 14th in the Ryman South 


table, ten points above Ashford. The two sides 
met previously this season, which resulted in 
a 2-0 FA Cup defeat for Ashford in September. 

Lovell said: “It would be great to a game 
under our belts and we have already played 
them before in the cup this year so we know 
what they are about.”

MEMORIES: GSE Racing celebrate winning the 2008 
championship with Kent rider Shane Byrne 

No sponsor could 
signal end for GSE 

TEN years competing at the top of the 
British Superbike Championship could be 
over for GSE Racing who are on the verge 
of quitting the sport. 

The superbike team, formed by Ashford 
businessman Darrell Healey, has become 
the British Superbike Championship’s 
most successful team with five titles. 
However, with main sponsor Airwaves end¬ 
ing a five-year deal, GSE Racing are on the 
brink of extinction as they struggle to find 
funds to enter the 2010 championship. 

Since their formation in 1998, the 
Ashford-based team have helped produce a 
number of successful riders, including 
three-time world champion Troy Bayliss, 
Leon Haslam, Gregorio Lavilla, Sheppey’s 
Shane Byrne and Ashford’s Leon Camier. 

Team principal Healey admitted he fears 
his team have run their last race unless they 
find a new sponsor soon. All that after GSE 
experienced their most successful season to 
date having won 23 of the 26 races in the 
British Superbike Championship, as Camier 
took the title. 

He said: “It’s a massive shame for the 
entire team if we cannot continue. It has 
been hard telling all of our staff that they 
may not have a job next year, but at the 
moment things are not looking great. We 
have had interest from two or three spon¬ 
sors and had an offer, but the company 
withdrew the bid. 

“We’ve had a great time in the British 
Championship and we couldn’t really have 
done anymore. We have won titles with 
Ducati and Yamaha bikes, so if we do end 
we will finish on a high.” 

If the team fail to find a sponsor, GSE 
Racing hope to continue their involvement in 
superbike racing by sponsoring former rider 
Camier as he steps up to the World 
Superbike Championship next year. 

Healey said: ‘We’ve been associated with 
Leon since 2001 when he was racing 125cc 
bikes and it was great to have him back in 
the team for the last two years. Another 
option if we can’t run a team is to help Leon 
and maybe Shane Byrne. If we can help 
them out, that would be great.”
